Stories of the War

To Detect Submarines.

It will make submarines valudless
against battleships In warfare, and will
render =till greater service in time of
peace by insuring ships aguinst col-
lisions at sea, either with one another
or with icebergs. That is the claim
put forward for an invention known
as the Fessonden eolectric oscillator,
which takes its name from Profeasor
R, A, Fassenden, whose idea after
various sovere tests, is being adopted
by European Powers,

submarine sounding apparatus, fixed to
vessels that send and receive signals
through water, not through the alr.
These signalg travel more awiftly than
they would through the alr, since
sound moves through the water at &
rate of 4400 feet per secon
through the alr it moves at t rate
of only 1100 feet & second.

For some time past submarine beils
have been used with excellent results
on lightships and buoys, and to some
extent on movipg vessels, their warn-
ing being tranamitted for miles
through the water, and it was while
trying to extend the usefulnesa of
these submarine belis that Professor
Fessenden evolved his present electric
osclliator and solved the problem of
protecting vessels Irom ocollisions ot
sed

His system of submarine 1t
1lmlly;undnrmvlﬂ;:nz
vessel fitted with a couple of these os-
clllators or ears Is able to hear for a
distance of several miles any disturb-
ing influence in the water. Further-
more, by means of thése instruments
it is able to send messages through
the water itself, just as messages by
wirelesg are dispatched and received.
That is to may, & battleship equipped
with such instruments could taik te
its own submarines miles away and
submerged, and could actually direct
their movement against enemies’ ves-

Already several “American battle-
ships have been fitted with these os-
cillators, and sthe tests to which they
have been subjected have proved that
they are In évery way to be relled
upon. The oscillator makeg It possible
for & ship's officer to hear the pro-
peller movements of an enemy's sub-
mirine. These propeller-gounds can
be distinguished at a distance of two
miles, while with a sound-amplify-
ing device the distance may be ex-
tended to five miles or more,

lator, it might have recelved a definite
slgnnl of the presence of an lcebery.
